This 
provides an_ interconnected approach _ to 
Transnational Crimes in the Pacific Region. The 
PTCN Bulletin is prepared by the Pacific 
Transnational Crime Coordination Centre (PTCCC), 
based in Apia, Samoa and provides updates on 
the Network, including business activities, 
intelligence and operational updates.

PTCCC Secondees with NZP/ AFP Advisors and Samoa TCU

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This month the Pacific Transnational Crime and 
Coordination Centre (PTCCC) received a total of ... 
referrals from the TCUs, partners and stakeholders. 
Last month (May) .... referrals were received. 


The referrals primarily related to Cruise Ship 
Movements, Aviation Threats and Drug movements 
transiting through the Pacific. 


PTCN Assessments 


In June 2015 the PTCCC key priorities were the Bi 
Annual Drug seizures, Aviation Threats, Child Sex 
Offending, Parcel Post seizures into Australia and New 
Zealand from the Pacific and Cruise Ships transiting the 
Pacific. 


Bi annual Drug Seizures 


The high demand for illicit drugs in international 
consumer markets continues to see the Pacific used as 
a transhipment point and staging area for organised 
syndicates to move their producst undetected. 


International organised crime syndicates are the 
driving force behind large scale movements of illicit 
drugs through the Pacific. This is due to the financing 
required, sourcing and_ sophistication regarding 
concealment, manufacturing, packaging and 
transporting. It is likely these groups utilise local or 
foreign ‘in country’ contacts to facilitate these 
ventures. This was demonstrated by seizures made in 
PICs and destination countries over the last year. It is 
possible processing and transhipment is occurring in 
countries with lower penalties due to the reduce risk 
of lengthy incarcerations. Although the majority of 
‘harder drugs’ (i.e. methamphetamine, cocaine) are 
being directed onto Australia and New Zealand, 
however there is evidence that small markets are 
developing to support domestic users in some PICs. 
The quantities used are at present small and limited to 
those who can afford it or may have been users prior 


to relocating to the Pacific. 
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The common Illicit drugs that are transited through the 
Pacific Island Countries includes: 


Methamphetamine and Precursors 
Cocaine 


Cannabis 


These drugs are smuggled in via Air, Postal and Small 
Crafts through the Pacific Island Countries. 


Aviation Threats 


The number of airlines and direct flights now servicing 
PICs, particularly direct flights to/from Asia 
(Philippines, Hong Kong and South Korea) increases the 
likelihood the Pacific will be utilised to facilitate the 
movement of illicit goods. Fiji remains the greatest risk 
as a transit point for movements into the Pacific via air, 
acting as the major transit hub between the Pacific and 
international origin/destinations 


Child Sex Offending 


International experience demonstrates that sex 
tourists usually target less developed nations, as 
victims are more vulnerable to exploitation methods. 
As scrutiny increases around the sex tourist trade in 
traditional hubs such as South East Asia’, it is possible 
offenders will seek other destinations with similar 
attributes. These include easily accessible, yet remote 
locations where there is an absence of authorities and 
reluctance to report. A number of PICs have similar 
features, and are therefore at risk of an escalation in 
sex tourism. 


The extent of child sex tourism across PICs is unknown. 
Mechanisms to report and detect activity in remote 
areas remain limited. There are opportunities to 
further engage and educate accommodation and 
entertainment establishments in tourist areas. This 
includes details around offender profiles and 
behaviours likely to be exhibited, which will help 
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identify suspicious activity. The majority of child sex 
offenders identified to date are European middle age 
men. 


Parcel Post Seizures into Australia and New Zealand 
from the Pacific. 


It has been identified through information from the 
various TCU’s, Open Source, Intelligence Reports and 
discussions with the other TCU administrations that 
there is a growing number of illicit drugs and other 
illegal goods being sent through the main mail centres 
within the Pacific Region. 


This continuous report of mailroom seizures shows 
that people are still trying to penetrate through this 
area due to its clearance turn over time and the fact 
that you can send any quantity through the mail. 
Information from open source also shows that illicit 
drugs can be easily purchased online and sent through 
mailrooms. Technical capabilities such as X-Ray 
machines and field test equipment should be improved 
in the regions for the main purpose to detect, 
dismantle and disrupt illegal activities within the PICs’ 
borders. Borders security agencies should be 
encouraged to be vigilant and thorough when it comes 
to clearance at the major mail rooms within the 
regions and make use of the limited resources 
available to them. 


Cruise Ships Transiting the Pacific 


The increasing reports of drug seizures from Cruise 
Liners around the world shows that International Drug 
Syndicates are targeting Cruise Liners to smuggle illicit 
drugs from the Caribbean and South America to 
Europe. The recent report of the attempted boarding 
of a known Drug Syndicate Leader at a Sydney 
Terminal and the increasing Cruise Ships arrivals into 
the Pacific may show that there is a high possibility 
that Cruise Ships can be used to smuggle drugs through 


to the luxury markets of Australia d and New Zealand. 
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It has been noticed through records of seizures around 
the world that one of the contributing factors was the 
low income earned by Cruise Ships crews which leave 
them vulnerable and they become easy targets for 
Drug Syndicates. 


It has been identified that there is a possibility that 
Drug Syndicates will venture to this area in order to 
transit their illicit drugs to the luxury markets of 
Australia and New Zealand. 


PTCCC Orgainsed Crime Intelligence 
Programme 


When the NZ Police Advisor to the PTCCC, Aaron 
Holloway took his annual leave it was identified asa 
development opportunity for an Intelligence Analyst 
from NZ Police National Intelligence Centre based at 
the National HQ in Wellington. Consequently, Senior 
Analyst, Stephanie McCormick spent a _ fortnight 
working from the PTCCC where she has obtained first 
hand insight into the PTCCC and PTCN, in addition to 
conducting the PTCCC Organised Crime Intelligence 
Program to staff from the PTCCC, Samoa TCU and 
Samoa Customs. Course participants have come 
together to both learn and share a range of intelligence

Fiji TCU Profile 


The Fiji Transnational Crime Unit was formed in July of 
2002. It was a pilot project for the PTCN Network and 
started its operations from the Fiji Police Academy at 
Nasova, Suva. Fiji now has four TCU’s, based in Suva, 
Nadi, Savusavu and Rakiraki and consists of Personnel 
from the Fiji Police Force, Fiji Revenue and Customs 
Authority. Altogether there are 15 Police Officers and 5 
Customs Officers. 


The Board of Management which consists of the CEO 
Fiji Revenue and Customs Authority, the Commissioner 
of Police and the Australian Federal Police liaison 
officers which meets quarterly. 


Fiji TCU works in partnership with the Fiji Immigration 
Department, Biosecurity Authority of Fiji, Airports Fiji 
Limited, Fiji Ports Authority, 
Prosecutions, and the
